moment of disappointment to me,” 
Mr. Smith said in telling Of his 
boyhood, spent in a small western 
Pennsylvania town. Here he made 
his first impression of the priest- 
hood, for the community was pre- 
dominantly Irish-Catholic. That 
impression he carried with him, 
through his ministry, to this day. 
“When I come into the presence 
of a priest,’’ he said, “I feel like 
I should get down on my kpees.” 
These the words of a man who 
spent a score of years as pastor 
of the largest community church 
in Illinois! A community churijh 
gathers people of all denomina- 
tions for communal service, and 
is very often the center of a 
town’s social activity. 

Is Author Also 

Mr. Smith referred several times 
to his experiences as lecturer in 
the Queen of the Holy Rosary 
Cathedral, Toledo, Ohio. In the 
course of our discussion it develop- 
ed that he is preparing the life 
story of the pastor there.
